b ound in the b ottom less pit for a thou 
sand years (Rev . xx. 1-6). while tin 
other tw o m ay refer to the ages b e 
yond tlie millennium. 
T he tim e will come w hen this earth 
so long cursed b y sin and Satan, shall 
b e tilled with the know ledge of tin 
glory of the Lord, and the nations shall 
learn w a r no more (Num. xiv . 21; Isa 
il. 4; xi. 9 ; Ilab . ii. 14; MlC. iv , 3). 
A 
king shall reign in righteousness, and 
the result will b e peace, q uietness and 
a ssu ran ce forev er (Isa. xxxii, 1, 17» 
T he w ay in which God will b ring thb 
all to pass it so plainly w ritten that 
only those who refuse to b eliev e that 
God m eans w hat He says can fail 1* 
understand it. 
Following the letters 
to the churelies of la<t w eek’s lesson 
w e see in chapters lv and v the com 
pleted church gone from the earth t< 
b e w ith Christ in glory, and we do not 
find the church again in flu* b ook till 
we com e to tin* m arriage of the IsiuP 
in c hapter xix and then the return ol 
C hrist in glory, as tin* rider upon tin 
w hite hofse. accom panied b y all t In 
arm ies in heav en, to b ind the dev il 
send his associates to the lake of Art 
and sot up Ills millennial kingdom ol 
righteousness. 
T he church b eing taken aw ay, we 
hav e in chapters v i to x\ iii. inclusiv e, 
an account of the great day of the 
w ra th of tin* Lord, of \yhich the proph­ 
e ts hav e so much to say 
the time of 
trib ulation such as nev er w as and n ev ­ 
e r will b e again (Dan. xii. 1; Jer. xxx. 
7; M att. xxiv . 21: Rev . xv i. IS. 19 ). 
which the Lord shall put an end to b y 
m yself dwelling 
H is com ing in glory. 
In those days 
the nations shall gather under one 
leader against the Lord and. against 
Ilis people Israel (Rev . xili. 4-8; xv ii, 
12-14), and this leader shall he w or­ 
shiped b .v all the world, all whose 
nam es a re not in the b ook of life, and 
he slmll b e the dev il incarnate, the 
nntk-hrist. 
No such person is yet in 
sight, and there 'is as yet no nation of 
Israel aga in st whom they will gather, 
b ut m any things m ay dev elop from 
the present E u r^ ie a n conflict. 
After the church shall hav e b een tak­ 
en and the trib ulation b egun a great 
multitude from all nations shall

1-5, we read of 
141.000 of the tw elv e trib es of Israel 
who are neither the church of chapters 
iv and v nor the trib ulation saints of 
c hapter v ii. b ut just w hat they are 
said to b e- sealed ones of the trib es of 
Israel who will hav e their own place 
in the kingdom. 
By the ju dgm en ts of

our next lesson. 
Then H e shall b egin

T he last enem y to b e destroyed 
will b e d eath (Rev . iii.

From Isa. !\v , 20-22. it looks as if 
then» would b e death during the m il­ 
lennium. b ut not a s now, for one dying 
then at the aye of 100 will he said to 
die in childhood, and many m ay liv e 
right tini» ugh, b ut in the new earth 
a fte r the thousand years, w hen the 
tab ernacle of Cod shall he with men 
and lie shall |» e as fam iliar w ith men 
on earth as lie w as w ith A dam and 
E *e in Eden, then on this earth there 
shall b e no more death, neither sorrow 
nor crying, neither shall there b e any 
more pain, “and there shall b e no m ore 
curse, b ut the throne of God an d of 
the L am b shall b e in it. and His serv ­ 
a n ts shall serv e H im ” (chapters xxi. 
3, 4; xxii. 3-5).
